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REMARKS 

This Amendment is filed in response to the Office Action dated June 6, 2006. Applicant, 
note with appreciation the Examiner thorough examination of the application as evidence by the 
Office Action. In response, Applicants have cancelled Claim 17 and 50 and amended Churns 1, 
16 18-20 23 24,aud51-56. Following these amendments, the patent application now includes 
independent Claims 1, 13. 16, 18, 19, 23, 25, 31, 35, 38, 40, 51, 57, 60, and 63. Applicants 
respectfully submit that the application is in condition for allowance and request that a formal 
notice of allowance be issued. 

I. Claims 13, 25-49, and 57-65 Are Allowed 

Applicants note with appreciation the Examiner's indication that Claims 13, 25-49, and 
57-65 are patentable. 

n Claims 18-24 and 51-56 Are in Condition for Allowance 

On page 7, the Office Action indicates that Claims 1 8-24 aad 51-56 include allowable 
subject matter. Applicants have rewritten Claims 18, 19, 23, and 51 into independent form. The 
remaining claims in this set have been amended to properly depend for an allowable independent 
claim. Applicant therefore respectfully submits that Claims 18-24 and 51-56 are patentable. 

HI. Claims 1-13 and 14-17 Are Patentable 

The Office Action rejects independent Claims 1 and 16 as anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
4,009,047 to Lindsay. Applicant respectfully disagrees for at least two reasons. First, it does 
appear that the '047 patent discloses apivot arm that pivots a cartridge. Instead, it appears to 
only tension the cleaning ribbon with a pivot arm. Second, the ' 047 patent does not appear to 

discuss a cartridge having:
